HAT is one to say? 

One is bewildered by 
such a state of mind. For 
such a creature is past 
understanding by people of 
normal persuasion. It is 
most evident that nothing 
extracted from him could 
gain retribution for the 
suffering he inflicted upon 
that vast host of unfor- 


tunate people he led to a! 


feurful death. Even if he 
could be made to walk to 
the scaffold a million times, 
his suffering could not tip 
the scales of human justice. 


What good then can come of 
all this? Ever since the 
practices of the death 
camps were revealed to a 
horrified world, mankind 
has had’ an uneasy con- 
science. For if the lesson 
of this torture chamber is 
anything at all, it is the 
dread lesson of man’s in- 
tolerance. For before Eich- 
mann and before Hitler, 
there was intolerance. And 
now while the frenzied 
shade of Hitler waits to 
welcome his henchman, 
there is still intolerance, 
Because of intolerance, 
there was Bolsen and other 
extermination camps. The 
voice of the victims cries 
from the ground: Never 
again. And.. humanity 
échoes: Never. again! -

That will be one difficulty.
